1 . The proposed amendments filed 11/21/2005 have not been entered because 
they raise new issues that would require further search and/or consideration. New 
issues raised include at least the issues cited below. 

2. In claims 1,16, and 20, the limitation "is configured to create an object from the 
markup language of the data file" is a new limitation and was not previously considered. 

3. In the interest of compact prosecution, the Examiner would also like to note that 
the amendments to claim 12 are not sufficient to overcome the rejection of that claim 
presented under 35 USC 112, first paragraph. The claim still recites a data structure 
containing 5 elements, one of which is "an attached plugin". The specification does not 
provide support for a data structure containing a plugin. The Examiner recommends 
amending the claim to recite, "A computer readable medium having stored thereon: " 
(elements a-d) and "a plugin configured.... the predetermined schema", or a similar 
recitation which clearly shows that the plugin is not a part of the data structure 
containing the various data fields.
